It’s time to get a working team 


FOR THE PAST several weeks we have been 
inundated with reports of the Central Lake 
Township “fiasco,” a small town, back woods, 
thubarb involving a few local egotistical 
politicians who apparently will go overtime to 
make monkeys of themselves. 

I am not a registered voter in the township, but 
I do own property there, pay.my share of the 


costs of the area in the form of taxes, support the

' One has to. ask why that performance was 
ee to continue unchallenged over half a 


year? Why was she permitted to seek re-election 
unopposed? 

Normally one expects a well-run office to have 
rules of procedure for such things as office 
hours, access to the office after hours, credit 
cards. Where were they? 

At the same time, how can people who seek 
public office ask the public for their votes then 
refuse to take their oath of office and serve? 
Have they no obligation to their electing public? 
If they knew of questionable practices, why was 
not the correction of those practices a part of 
their stated platform for re-election? 

It is now a month since that election. It is high 
time to quit the posturing and juvenile name 
calling. It is time to get down to work, accept the 
will of the people who elected all five of those 
people, settle down around the table and work 
out their differences, get some procedures 
ironed out that all understand and can live with, 
get the show on the road. 

It is time to make Central Lake Township a 


‘community to be proud of, not the laughing 


stock of northern Michigan. It is time to get a 
working team on the road! 


After all, my taxes are due according to 
today’s mail. Who am I to pay them to?

SNOWPLOWING SERVICE 
UNIMPROVED COUNTY ROADS 


Because of limitations imposed by narrowness, trees, stumps, steep grades 
and soft surfaces, the Antrim County Road Commission is unable to provide 
snowplowing service on unimproved county roads. In order to provide such 
service, the unimproved road must be improved (including gravel surfacing) to 
minimum plowing standards. 


The following procedure is established to provide for such road improvement 
to allow county snowplowing. 


1. Person requesting improvement apply to the township board in the township 
where the road is located. 


2.. Township board requests the road commission to inspect the road and 

jointly determine if the improvement is justified. If the improvement is ap- 

Proved, the road commission will submit an estimate of the cost of the 
necessary improvement. 


13. Upon approval of the project the road commission will agree to pay for 1/3 
-of its costs. The remaining 2/3 of the cost must be met by others, such as the

The following ordinance is published to remind 
residents of certain practices which:
